One of the speakers, an anarchist, 
urged an attack on the police. Soon after 
a mob, some in the streets and sonic from 
windows, began to stone troops that were 
passing.

A force of infantry proceeded to storm the 
houses from which stones had been thrown. 
A great uproar and struggle followed. 
The socialists offered violent re- 
sistance. In the melo Deputy Bur- 
acilai, a socialist, Cipriani and 
25 others of the mob were wounded and 
one killed. One policeman was stabbed 
and killed. Several of the troopers in the 
street were unhorsed by some of the mob 
who rallied after the first charee, and 
trampled upon and kicked the fallen 
so'dicrs. The militory Were successful in 
subduing the riot without serious loss to 
themselves. 

TUE PIUST IN' KENTUCKY. 

Louisville, Ky., May 1.— One of the 
largest labor demonstrations ever witnessed 
in Louisville is taking place to-day. 
Workers to the number of 0,000 are in line, 
the ranks being swelled by a thousand men 
from New Albany.

FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

In their New York oircalar of April 28tb, 
Messrs. Henry Clews & Co, say : In . spits 
of depressing influences so persistently 
maintained, the market value of securities 
has been steadily niainfained ; abd now that 
the causes of depression have lost their in- 
fluence, the conclusion is very general that 
the time haa come for a legitimate "bull" 
market.

Laot 
year's cotton crop has been esti- 
mated far below its actual extent, so 
that a very unusual surplus may have to bo 
carried over into the next season; which im- 
plies prosperity at the South also. An ex- 
ceptionally good harvest will mean the 
liciuidation of farm niortgiges, the proceeds 
of which may bo expected to seek employ- 
ment in securities which find tlieir market 
ill Wall street. The merchandise markets 
generally are doing a healthy and steadily 
increasing husine^s; and tho iron trade (i ho 
best barometer of busiuci-s) shows a nmrked 
improvement in demand for all its products. 
A sot of conditions like these is legitimately 
calcninted to have a favorable ellect upon 
the prices of securities. We have now a 
clear jirospect before us extending over a 
lung po' iod. Such crises as happened last 
fill, conie but once in ten years. The weak 
spots in the financial machinery have been 
tc-itod and repaired, and for some years to 
come wo may expect a steady expansion of 
business ut large upon a vigorous and sound 
basis. Any investments made upon the 
present valuation of securities will be ro- 
ttarded by ii rise in price. Thia prospect 
appeals not oul.v to pnrcbaa"ra for transient 
hoi, ling, but cciually to periiianonr iiivestoi-a, 
and the oiinciit buying cmiics in no small 
measure from the latter class. The present 
improved spirit of the market ia the liegin- 
iiiiig of a buying movement that is likely to 
be conliiiued— with tho usual intervals of 
fluctuation — until a higher range of values 
is reached.

Hon. G. It. Wendllng Lectures last Nicht 
Before a Large and Appreei- 
attve. Audience. 

There was a very large audience gathered, 
last night, in Tne Victoria to listen to Hon. 
G. II. Wendling's lecture on " Vcdtaire," 
which was the lust event of tlio Star course. 
The lecturer wiuj briefly introduced by Rev. 
Coverdalu Watson. After a few prefara- 
tory observations, Mr. Wcndling defined 
Chriatiauity as believing in the doctrines of 
Chri.st, and intidelity as disregarding the 
teachings nf Christ ami seeking to atop their 
spreail alw.iya and everywhere. He Said he 
should deal on this octiasion with Voltaire 
merely in his relations to religioos, thought 
and niorals. Ho spoke of Messrs. Arnold, 
Spencer and Tyndiile, as being in eitrnest in 
their desire to grasp the prubloin of tlie 
uiiiverwe, but failing in its aoliilioii had 
fulleii liacli in tears. For them ho had no 
scorn or reproach, and in their pieaenoe he 
would stand with uncovered lieiid and in 
silent reverence. It would Kceni ignohlo to 
chark'O them, with their honest doubts, us 
being teach r.s of intidelity. Having re- 
ferred to the respect wliich was piiid hy all 
men alike to such iieople as tlioy, he spoke 
of the fl ppancy with which Tom I'aine and 
Bob Ingers(dl were sp ken of, adding that no 
one ever heard of " Bill Wilherforce. " Air.

leaders of infidelity, waa deaoribed as beinfr 
wifeless, childless and a wanderer. All of 
them were restless and unquiet. Infidelitj 
was the enemy of the chiefeat joys of home 
life, it afforded no comfort to women, it 
never wrote an epitaph on a baby's grave, it 
had no music, and in the whole range of 
literature it never wrote a single song. He 
described Voltaire's visit to and residence at 
the Court of Frederick the Great, whoso 
father, by his cruel treatment, coupled with 
his super-sanctimoniousnesi — as was too 
frequently the case now-a-daya — had made 
of him a liar and a hypocrite, and had 
created in him almost a pardonable con- 
tempt for religion. 

He commented upon the way in which 
this body of courtiers who were not priest- 
ridden, spoke of each other, as scoundrels, 
and OS deceitful; yet there was n» religion 
upon which to throw the responsibility of 
all this. At Geneva, Voltaire begun his 
regular wiir upon Christianity. Hero he 
flung out his banners with tho inscription 
" Crush the infamous Nazarinc !" Mr. 
Wendling in chaste, simple and touching 
terms resumed the life of Christ. He be- 
longed to tho common people and was the 
victim of the spirit of caste, of which Vol- 
taire was one of the exponents. Mr. Wend- , 
ling took occasion to say that re igion was 
not and never had been responsible for tho 
enormities und crimes committed in its 
name. For these the unholy alliances 
between priests and politicians were cliurge- 
ablo. Tho clergy were losing their hold on 
the masses because they were divided be- 
tween Christ and tho party politicians. 
Referring to Voltaire's Piiiloaophical Dicti- 
onary, his greittest infidel work, Mr. Wend- ^ 
ling descrioed it as a thing of shreds and'' 
patches, everyone of its 1 ,200 pages contain- 
ing sneers: at what out mothers had taught 
us to revefeL 

Mr., Wendling compared the work of 
Lutheri Huss and Sayooanola with ' that of 
Voltaire, and pointed oii t that .the latter : in 
hie declinine years had .not only i' biiilt a 
chtirch, but had taken .the 'sadrament /uf the 
ha,nds of a follower of Him, wh'om^ he^ had 
declared he would cnish. ' He concluded by- 
showint; that Infidelity had nothing for, - tho 
masses and that it never could benefit 
humanity.

DEGRYING VICTORIA. 

No one could tell from the Timea' first 
article on the " China Steamer Queation," 
that anything had been done by anyone to 
provide wharf ncconimodation at the outer 
harbor for the China steamers. The iufcr- 
cnco that a reader, not living in Victoria, 
would draw from tliat article is, that the 
matter had been wliolly neglected and that 
nothing had been done, either by the Gov 
ernment or by private enterprise, to fit 
Victoria to bo a port of call for those 
vessels. This was not giving honor to 
whom honor was due. 

Our contemporary knew perfectly well 
that improvcmenls involving a large 
oatlay have ■ been ■ made by .Mr. 
R. P. Rithot for the express purpose of 
complying with the conditions attached to 
the promise of Ihe Preaident of the C.P.R., 
that tho ateaniers would call at Victoria. 
Such was the extent of those improvements 
that it was generally believed in this city 
that the Empress of India could with per- 
fect safety have conie to the wharf. There 
is still a good deal of controversy about the 
matter. In fact, wero it not thut tho 
dredge was required at Vancouver to 
deepen the wntcr lit the C.P.R.'s dock there 
would have been no room for dispute. 
Tbe;ahoal .vhioh is spoken of as the only 
hindrance would have been reinoved and 
the Empress could have been brought to 
the dock, could have remained there us 
long as was reciuired, and could have 
steamed away without the .slightest risk; 
and all this would have been done by the 
energy, and tl»e enterprise of. a Victoria 
firm, Rithot & Co! Our contemporary 
could not have been ignorant of what was 
being done at the outer wharf during the 
autumn and winter months. It therefore 
did the city, and }tlr. R. P. Ritliet, es- 
pecially, a Rreat injustice when it said: 
"Wehear of no effort being aboottp be made 
whereby this port can be made available aa 
an actual point of touch for ships of the 
size of the Empress of India." It could not 
but have known that all that was required 
to eflect that object was the extension and 
the completion of the improvements, that 
were then underway. We do not think 
that it is either becoming or politic in a 
Victoria newspaper, . ignoring or bLiittling 
the acoommodation'^that'h'as been provided 
at this port for ocerin steamships and for 
Other vessels of the !urge,-,t oize. 



ter ! Who would cnler into a diacutaion 
with a man who presented his subject in 
this worse than boorishly ofTensivo way t 
What wo did was to show from fuot-i, 
knuwn to every one in Victoria, that tho 
Nows-Advertisor's description did not ap- 
ply to this'oityiand thattheinanwhowrotoit 
was untnithfttl as well as unmannerly. Wf 
did not think it worth while to rcuson ivith 
a journal that had, by its own act, placed 
itaelf beyond the piilo of decent diacu.s«ou. 
And now it simply repeats its offence hy de- 
claring that it had said nothing unfair. 

GLEKIOAL AMENITIES. 

It is pleasant to sM^tba^eyetf^^ 
clergymen of the EstabHshed Church iire 
begimiing to treat dissenting ministers as 
equals and co-laborers. It does seem 
slrango to see teachers of the Chriatiun 
religion rofuolng to associate with each 
other uud to work together for the good of 
the community, merely beoaase they differ 
on unimportant matters of doXstririe or 
cliurch government, or, stranger still, be 
cause some of them from considerations 
which are, to men of plain common sensi 
iucouiprehensilile, believe thcnisulves to he 
socially the superiors of clergymen who arc, 
in ability, in learning, in piety, and in zeal 
in the cause of religion, to say tho very 
least, their equals. Thero is no such 
exclusiveneas among men of otl.er profes- 
sions as there is among clergymen. Hap- 
pily a spirit of fraternity seenus in these 
days to be working among the ministers of 
religion. Indications of tliis aro seen es'ery- 
wherc. They aro beginning to see that differ- 
ences between them arc,after all, very small 
and very few, and that the subjects upon 
which they agree are many and most im- 
port;uit. An example of tho f;ro\vlli of 
brotherhood among clergymen was seen in 
Worcester, England, not long ago. The 
Nonconformist ministers of that city pre- 
sented an address of congratulation 
and welcome to the Bishop, ex- 
pressing at the same time a de- 
sire lor unity of spirit lietwceu the 
churches. The Bishop's reply was cordial 
and sympa>thetlo. He said that the differ- 
ences between churchmen and nonconform- 
ists were cbii-fly on questions of polity and 
ritual, and, while it was well that there 
should be due consideration for such diffi-r- 
cnccs, ho could never forget that they did 
not allcct their common belief in tho vital 
truths of their faith. Therefore, he felt it 
was high time, in the face of tho sin and 
misery in the world, that all branches of 
the Christian Church should co operate in 
every possible way. They would thus do 
far nioro good, lie was convinced, than hy 
trying to patch up that worst of all shams — 
mere hollow and unreal conformity. He 
was not afraid to say that he longed to see 
tho day when there would be inter-com- 
munion between all Protestant churchen. 

After he had concluded his address, the 
Bishop invited tlie dissenting ministcra 
of Worcester to spend the day witli hiui at 
h s residence, Hartleburj-, and ho assured 
them that it would give him the greatest 
possible pleasure to co-operate vvitb them in 
r.:ligiou8 work whenever he could. We 
h ive no doubt that the spiritual condition 
of the citizens of Worcester will 
not be injured, nor their moral 
tone lowered, nor will their ■ respect 
for ministers of religion he lessened when 
they see the Bisliop of the diocese extending 
the right hand of fellowship to clergymen of 
all denominations. 



■ ^.iV INSULT REPEATED. 

Tho editorof the Vancouver News- Adver- 
tiser would have the world believe that be 
is a perseuuted saint, who is aulTcring for 
righteou'ness* sake.' His way of dc;ding 
with those from whom he differs is peculiar. 
Ho, without provocation, says the most in- 
solent and ollensive tilings, and when thuse 
who are tho ohjects of his cool and premedi- 
tated insulls cli.iractciize his brutal attacks 
in appropriate terms, ho is virtuously in- 
dignant, and . mounting his pedestal of 
journalistic virtue, poses as a martyr and re- 
bnkcs the contcmpornries who have only de- 
fended themselvos for abusing him, The 
audacity of liis hypocrisy is more than I'eck- 
■ aniffiau. 

A few days ogo ho deliberately insulted 
the citizens of Victoria. He, without any- 
thing that could be regarded as a pretext 
for such insolence, represented the city of 
Victoria as afflicted with monomania, uud 
compared the condition of its cit'zens to 
that of a "mad dog when it sees water." 
Here is the paragraph, and we do not be- 
lieve that anything more wantonly offensive 
can he foand in the whole range of news- 
paper literatare: — 

"Some cities, like individuals, arc .^lUiot- 
ed with monomunia. Tlie city of Victoria 
is one of these places, and at; present it is 
passing through u severe attack of the dis- 
ease. Tho peculiar direction which the 
malady is tiking in tho Capital City, is that 
of fancying thut nature aurl circumstances 
have couibluod to make it a — wo had almost 
■aid tAt-v-failwav center of this Continent. 
As a tn id do4 manifeita symptoms of hydro- 
phobia tvheno . er it sesn watnr, so tho people 
of Vioto ia drtvelop, their feoling^t in iho mo^t 
acuto stugo whorievur railway piojeets in 
other parl.'i of tho province are under con- 
sideration." 

In Thursday's isiuo of tho Nows-Advor- 
tiser, its editor reproaches the Colonist 
with being angry, and has the effrontery to 
say; "No one who reads our remarks could 
honestly claim that wo had unfairly sLiicd 
tho matter, or that we said anything tluii 
could lie construed o.a depreciating the 
natural udvnitaoOa of Victoria." 

Thero was nothing unfair in repr^Bcnting 
tho citizens ot Victoria as a sec of mono- 
maniacs, or in describing them aa being as 
mad on tho subject of railways as a dug 
affected with rabies is when be sees wa- 



diliiculty in keeping his podition. The 
young Rajah who in hia infancy had to seek 
refuge amongst strangers came back 
to assert hia rights. Ho was suo- 
coii.^ful and reigned until he 
died in 18SG. His name was ChinJa Kirtos 
Siuch. Ho was succeeded by his son, who 
appears to bo a well-meiiiiing but rather 
weak man. The new Rajah's brothers 
would not allow him to live in peace. In 
Septeuibor last one of lii.s brothers, who 
does not bear a good character by any 
moans, headed a revolution. He did not 
Bipire to the throne, but he put forward his 
brother, who is described as a weak, iu- 
capiblo boor, as his puppet. The revolution 
was successful, the reigning Rujah was 
compelled to leave tlie country. Jubraj, 
the " boor," became nominally tho head of 
the (iovernment, bnt tho real ruler of tho 
country was the infamous Kutwal Koirens, 
his brother, commander-in-chief of tho 
forces, " Senapulty," being the luitive title. 
It was to settle difficulties that arose out of 
tho deposition of poor Chiiidra Singh that 
the unfortunate Commiss'ouer Quintou went 
to Manipur. According to the latest tele- 
grams, ho tried to entrap Katwal Koirens, 
the virtual ruler of the country, and was 
trapped himself. 

Very little is known of the events that 
inunediately preceded the nuu'der of Quiu 
ton and the massacre of his escort, bnt it is 
generally admitted that he made some very 
gr.ivo mistakes. The Government of India 
did tho only thing it could do as soon as the 
disaster in Manipur bo::amo known. It 
sent a force into the country sufficiently 
strong to make resistance to it liopeh 
Sir James John.stone considers that l.oOO 
men wotild he quite suflicieut to overcome 
all o|)po!iition in Manipur, and to make 
British authority paramount. Whether the 
usurper Jubraj will be deposed and the 
lawful Rajah put in his place does not yet 
appear. The policy of tire^it Britain lia.s 
hitherto been to recognize I he authoriiyof the 
ruler of Manipur rfe J'acio without inquiring 
into the validity of his title. It is, how- 
ever, certain that if the British officer in 
conmiand can lay his hands on the rascally 
Scuaputty, who has been the prime mover 
i 1 all the disturbance, he will call him to 
a strict account. The reigning Rajah is 
nothing more than a tool in the hands of his 
able imd unscrupulous brother. 



MANIPUR. 

As the little war in .Manipur still engages 
the attention of tho pul-lic, our readers 
would, perhaps, like to know a liitle moie 
about the country and the people who in- 
habit it. Sir James Johnstone, who was, 
British Resident in Manipur from 1877 to 
1880, in a letter to the London Times, gives 
a long and interesting account of the little 
state and of the events that led up to the 
recent outbreak. Sir James says tlial no 
one need be ashamed of ignorance respect- 
ing Manipur, for "there is no spot in India 
that has, from a choin of circumstances, been 
more carefully secluded from the publi 
gaze." It is situated in the North-east 
corner of India, and is rather diflicult of up 
proach. It has an area of S,(iOO square 
miles. The n;ost important i)Lirt of llie 
state is a fertile little valley in the heart of 
the territory, having an area of 650 square 
miles. This valley ia 2,G00 feet above the 
level of the sea, and surrounding it are hills 
some 2,500 feet high. The population of 
the entire territory is 220,000, nearly half 
of which live in the valley. The capital, 
which covers an area of fifteen square miles, 
has 60,000 inhabitants. It is, in fact, u col- 
lection of villages, every house being sur- 
rounded by a well-planted garden. 1'here are 
about 100,000 iidiabitants in the liighlands. 
There appears to be a Tartar strain in the 
blood of the Manipuri's. They are a robust, 
active and energetic people, and resemble 
tho Japanese in their aptitude in acquiring 
now urts and in contracting now habits. 
Sir Ja'mes Johnstone's description leads the 
reader to conclude that they arc not a bad 
sort of people to live among. They aro not, 
lio Buys, naturally courageous, but, like 
many other semi-civilized tribes, they fight 
fairly well when they are well disciplined 
and led by officers in whom they have oon- 
fidonce. Tho people of Manipur oppcar to 
be a giod deal hotter than their rulers, who 
wore, for tho most part, jealous, cruel, treach- 
erous and without a natural affection. In 
old times, when a Bajuh oaoeuded ' the 
throne ho made a clean sweep of all his 
male relations. This Bcema to have been u 
noccBsary lU'ecaution, for, if thoy wero 
allowed to live, they wouM bj pretty sure 
to \y: perpi'lually plotting against him. The 
moihi'roftho infant Rajah, in 18-14, ut- 
I emptod to murder tho Regent. She did 
not succeed, so fhe and her son wcreobligeil 
to Ileo to a neighboring state. Tho Regent, 
Mir Singh, then hecaino Rajah, and over 
since tho ruler of Manipur has had great

CUBA'S BANDIT PLAGUE. 

New York, April 30.— Tho New York 
Fcruld publishes a long letter from its 
Havana corrospoudent detailing tho fight 
between the government troops and the 
bandit Garcia and his band, in which only 
one of the bandits was killed. ,Tbe latest 
outrage committed by the murderous gang 
savored of the barbarous. 

The bandits called at the house of an 
aged couple and demanded all the money in 
the house. Some took tho old man, whoso 
name is Menduuez, away from bis wife, 
while another, for a lialf hour, drew » sharp- 
pointed knife across the neck of the old 
woman and now and then pricked the skin 
with it. Seeing he could obtain no sutia- 
faciion, lie dragged the old lady, hulf-olud 
as she was, to a little wood, about forty 
feet from the house and, drawing from his 
pocket a strong leather thong, he tied her 
wrists together with the thoug. He then 
tied a rope, which he had brought from the 
house, to her wrists. Throwing an end of 
the rope over the , branch of a tree, he 
pulled her up and her feet were about six or 
ten inches from the ground. Tying the 
rope to the tree he beat her unmercifully 
with switches, and the white hair of the 
aged lady, clotted with blood, fell over her 
head and shoulders as the robber plied his 
whip. 

Human strength has its limit, and as the 
robber was about to raise his whip to add 
another wound, lie noticed that she had a 
death-like look. Ho untied the rope aud 
let her fall to the ground. Roughly pick- 
ing up the body the bandit walked a few 
steps and let her fall among soineahrubhery. 
Then he re-entered the liou-ic, where his 
companions had been at work upon poor 
Mendonez. 

On the lloor lay Mondenez gagged. The 
robbers kept sticking the points of sharp 
knives in bis flesh in the hope that he would 
tell where he kept his money. I'"iii»lly the 
old man .swnoneil aud the bandits, thinking 
they had killed him, rode away.

Tong^aes of Flajue Lick Up Great 
Areas of Forest— Houaea and 
Towua in Peril. 



Huudreda of Men Fiffhtiug the Blaz- 
ing' .Demon iu Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. 



Bellkko.sth. Ph., April 30.— Forest fires 
are raging in tliia vicinity with destruetivo 
furj. Millions of feet of timber are already 
destroyed, and it is reported th»t every 
■aWniill in tlio moiintaias between Bellefonte 
l>n(l Lewisbcig Im? Ijcqu Imrncd. 

Rii.iDiNO, i'o., April ."^O.- Destruetivo 
fires are raging in the Blue mountain. The 
firo on South mountain is six miles long and 
two miles wide. 

MiLLViLLK, N.J., April 30.— Bailoytown, 
which was surrounded by fire yesterday, 
has not yet been lieurd from, but is thought 
to be all right, aa the people tlieio have had 
much experience, and probably built bar 
fires to save the town. Damage .to timber 
■is enormous. The firo has already burned 
;pVor 7,000 acres. The fire started iu a forest 
jlJelowWilliamatowii Junction, forniiugft let- 
[tisr " S." Hundreds of a.--rcs of wood have 
been destroyed, but moat of the farm houses 
jTero saved.' To-night fire is burning 
fariously near Alco. Hundreds of men are 
ont fighting it and endeavoring to save the 
.buildings in ita cuiirse. The residents have 
been fighting lire all day, and are fatigued 
and discouraged. This town and the sur- 
rounding country is covered with a cloud of 
black smoke. Fire above the Crew roads 
destroyed thousands of acres of smftll wood 
and a great stretch of cedar swamp.' 

Pleasantville, N. J., April 30.— Forest 
fires are assuming alarming proportions, and 
have noL been e^c^.■eded in 30 years. To- 
night the sky is illuminated for many 
milca. 'J'liia iiiornint,' the Conoverlown and 
Port Rcpul.lic Wodds were wet on (ire from 
a locomotive, anil a westerly gale fanned 
the llamcs so that l)y noon tlie \i lu)le forest, 
south of Pomona was blazing. A ehangii of 
wind saved Ahsecoin froin destruction, but 
the fire was diverted into the most, valuable 
young timber in tluH fcciioii. ])y'2p. m. 
the fianies had reuclied Onovertowii, and 
the oitizen= turned out to fight them. Their 
eflforl.s were useless, and those living 
on the edge of town removed their ell'eclH 
to the open fields tnd watched tlie Iiou-ses 
burn. The greatest excite lU'.-ut prevailed, 
and for a time it was feared the town was 
doomed. All the wooded land in the direc- 
tion of the Shore road has been burned. 
Late to-day the wind went down arul as- 
sisted the efforts of hundreds of men to got 
the fire under control. It was hard work 
as water was scarce. The lo^-s to timber 
alone will exceed §100,000. This evening 
'fire broke out again we^t of Pleasantville, 
and at a late hour Pleasiyilvillo was sur- 
rounded by firo. 

Bakeksvii.ij;, Cal, April .10.— Twenty- 
five buildings in Ktrnville were destroyed 
by firo Mond iy, inclurling Pttcrson's hotel. 
The Oddf'Uow's hall was blown up with 
dynamite to check the flames. The loss is 
over $20,000; no insurance.
